Exit the Postage Stamp 

Is the postage stamp doomed? 

_It is if a postal innovation hailing 
from New Zealand, where it has been 
tried with great success, is generally 
adopted by the postal authorities of 
the world. In the future, instead of 
buying postage stamps, licking or oth- 
erwise moistening the gum on their 
backs and applying sufficient pressure 
to ceuse adherence; all we may need 
to do will be to put our letters under 
a machine anc turn a crank. 

The machine, which in New Zea- 
land is rented from the postal author- 
ities, records the amount stamped, 
just like a gas meter, and payment’is 
made to a collector, who calls at in- 
tervals. It gives impressions of half 
penny, one, three and six pence and 
one shilling, and as each impression 
is made its value is automatically re- 
corded on a set of dia’s at the top of 
the machine.

Earl of Strathcona 


The Earl uf Stiathcona and Mount 
Royal has: passed to his reward, and now 
rests from his labors; byt. his works and 
the memory of him wilf remain green in 
the minds of all who ever came into per- 
sonal contact with the ‘‘Grand Old Man 
of Canada ;’’ nor will it ever tude from 
one of the brightest pages in the brilliant 
history of the Dominion. 

To the late noble lord Canada owes the 
laying of the foundation of that great 
superstructure which bas made a nation 
of what would otherwise have been an 
unknown country, for it was to his in- 
domitable energy, perseverance and de- 
termination to overcome all obstacles to 
its success that its natural resources have 
brought untold wealth to thousands, and 
that holds within the recesses of ita pos- 
sibilities fortunes for millions who | will 
come.after to bless and revere his) mem- 
ory. 

As Canadian High Commiioner , in 
Great Britain, Lord Strathcona has 
wielded an influence for the good of this 
country which hag quite overshadowed 
the prominence of any of his predecessors 
in that exalted office, and the extension 
of the progress and development. of this 
country has ever been the alpha and 
omega of his policy. ° 

‘By his phenomenal generosity all Can- 
adian academical and philanthropic in- 
stitutions owe much, “for wherever he 
saw the necessity for help he unhesitat- 
ingly and unstintingly devoted a portion 
of his great fortune and to his liberality 
McGill university, the Donalda College 
for Women and the Victoria hospital at 
Montreal are chietly indebted; the former 
for its expanding influence and the two 
latter for their institution and mainten- 
once.
